HOW TEST WAS MADE 
I he Sterling Ga zette thus describes 
the interesting test: 


A huge ta nk wa s pla ced In Spring 
creek a nd this wa s a llowed to till 
with wa ter. 
A qua ntity of sa lt wa s 
thrown into this wa ter a nd two 
im­ 
mense feeder wires, or ca bles, were 
run from the big genera tor to this 
ta nk. The fu.l volta ge of thed>na mo. 
a mounting to 
7 50, a nd 450 a mperes 
were run through the wires into the 
sa lt wa ter. 
The a ction of the elec­ 
tricity on the prepa ra tion ca used it to 
bod, a nd in a few minutes it ha d 
rea ched the tempera ture 412 degrees. 
This a mount of electricity represented 
450 horse power, a nd it required tha t 
a mount of horse power to ca use tne 
•- a ter to boil a nd the ta nk to burn. 
This test wa s ma de 
yesterda y a nd 
a ga in this morning. 
It proved to he 
sa tisfa ctory in every wa y. 
Only one of the boiler* wa s used to 
genera te the stea m for the big engine. 
The engine ea sily pulled the dyna mo, 
a nd the loa d wa s no: by a ny mea ns 
too hea vy for the genera tor. 
Mr. Sea ­ 
ma n pronounced the test sa tisfa ctory 
a nd sta ted tha t everything wa s in 
reudiness to sta rt the entire system.
